ke@ping its trade on a completely 
multilateral basis; that is, with each 
trading partner confronting “the 
same tariff barriers.as every other, 
with no special advantages: or-dis~ 
advantages for any. 

- This is a democratic ,, asians 
but in. the current situation where, 
among nations, the.rich get richer 
and the poor,get poorer, it is unfor- 
tunately not going to help the West 
if enormous economic inequities 
seem certain to be perpetuated. 

Trade preference for poor and 
underdeveloped nations was . the 
chief topic at the last meeting of 
the United Nations’ Conference on 
Trade and Development, and it wads 
made clear that the issue is regard-. 
ed in.many parts of the world as a 
test..of the—goodwil] of the; rich 
toward the poor. 

There’s no doubt that it is an 


awkward subject: Determining 
which - countries should receive 


preference, and how much, could 
lead to a massive and cumbersome 
svstem of tariffs and quotas quite

antithetic .to the general goal -of 
freer world trade. But, as many 
spokesmen at the UNCTD meeting: 
pointed out, the benefits of free 
trade are quite illusory in cases 
‘where’ struggling, under-developed 
nations are attempting to compete 
against established industrial giants. 
The poor’ countries would be left to 
sustain themselves economically on 
the meagre returns from exploita- 
tion of raw materials — many of 
them subject to- violent price fluc- 
tuations in world markets — while 
being unable to restrict a possibly 
destructive inflow of processed 
goods-from-the-rich_countries. _In- 
fant industries do, of Course, grow 
up, and it would be advisable in any 
plan to provide for eventual termin-, . 
ation ofthe concessions. 

Three of the countries involved 
in the -secret Paris. talks, Britain, 
France and Germany, made it 
known several months ago that they 
favored some form of trade prefer- 
ence plan. It is even considered pos- 
sible by some authorities on the 
subject that the Common Market, 
under French and German: influ- 
ence, along with Britain, might 
break away from the United States 
and institute a preference scheme 
own, As the wealthiest of 
the Western nations, the United 
States would thus be: placed in an 
extremely embarrassing position— 
so much so: that Washington might 
feel constrained to alter its present 
policy.

Toughing Out the Longshore Strike 


LTHOUGH the economic conse- 

~ quences of the settlement between 
the longshoremen and the shipping fed- 
eration are not easy to assess in the 
absence of more de- 
tailed information, it 
would appear from 
what is known that 
the union has achiev- 
ed gains much ex- 
ceeding any probable 
increase in produc- 
tivity and that some 
increase in shipping 
costs is therefore to ¢ 
be anticipated. There 
is, however, another 
side 
faced with a complex of strikes or 
threatened strikes in the transportation 
field. By toughing. it out in the case of 
the Quebec dispute, ministers may have 
averted graver troubles in future. 

The strike lasted for 36 days, 
provoking strident demands for parlia- 
mentary intervention. Mr. Nicholson, the 
minister of labor, faced daily barrages of 
questions from opposition members and 
on one occasion Mr. Speaker Lamour- 
eaux permitted a special debate on the 
issue as a matter of urgent national 
importance, 

As recently as Monday, Mr. Starr 
made a second attempt to adjourn the 
House. He failed to secure — 
support on the opposition side and 
Speaker declined to’accept the ee 
tive motion, partly because the various 
party spokesmen had been able to 
express their views earlier in response to 
a hopeful statement by the minister. 

The government was also berated in 
the press and subjected to heavy 
pressure by various affected groups 
across the country.

In the past Parliament has extricated 
itself from such situations by the 
payment of tribute in the form of 
subsidies. This is obviously impossible 


for private pd SER who do not have 
access to the public treasury. 

If the, government had yielded to the 
pressure for parliamentary action in the 
case of the longshoremen, the lesson 
would scarcely have been lost on other 
unions in the transportation field. We 
might have had a succession of strikes 


aimed at political settlements with — 
cumulative inflationary effects. As it 
was, the prime minister lent his good 


offices in the final settlement but only 
after the issues had been clarified and 
narrowed to one or two outstanding 
points by the-regular legal processes of 
collectte bargaining, conciliation and 
mediation.

But at least the dispute was kept out 
of the parliamentary forum in which 
rival parties. compete in generosity’ at 
the taxpayer's expense. For this gain, a 
price was paid — no strike of such a 
character can: last so long without 
damage to wider interests, This must be 
set against the price,, unknown but 
probably even higher, which the country 
would be called upon to pay if the 
government, in an inflationary situation 
conducive to strikes of all kinds, should 
show itself weakly submissive to pres- 
sure for parliamentary intervention.

It is a tragic fact, but it is a fact that 
has to be faced, that there is a kind of 
critical point, beyond which, in present , 
circumstances, the full ghetto-situation 
becomes inevitable. In Washington, the 
percentage of Negro pupils in the high 
schools is substantially less than in the 
elementary schools, and it is still less 
among adults qualified to become voters. 
But the critical point has seemingly been 
passed nonetheless. 

This would be much more obvious if 
the prosperous white sections of the- city 
did not, so to say, live an ioslated life of 
theit own, But behind this facade, the 
white movement to the suburbs con- 
tinues apace, despite the efforts to 
reverse it. The movement also continues 
in all other cities above-listed, as it does 
in New York. And as the schools — 

ie 
cities © will 


movement. in all these 


predictably accelerate. 


Less Massive Problem 


New York, which is usually thought, of. 

as the prime ghetto-city, actually has a 
less massive problem than those listed 
above, The Puerto Ricans, although they 
come to New York as deeply disadvan- , 
taged as the poor Negro immigrants 
from the south, have proved somewhat - 
more able to escape from the ghetto- 
situation, no doubt because they suffer 
less from the ugly pressures of racial 
discrimination. And in New York, two 
fifths of the ghetto-population is Puerto 
Rican. 
/ Thus in New York, Negro pupils 
comprise just under 30 per cent of the 
school population, which also has close to 
20 per cent of Puerto Rican pupils. But 
in almost every major American city, 
including those which now have rather 
small Negro populations, the broad trend 
is much the same. And the process is 
“going forward at a much more rapid 
rate than almost anyone supposes.

America can now be foreseen. Unless the 
trend is reversed, this more and more 
urban country is also going to be a 
country whose cities are mainly Negro 
ghettoes, surrounded by thick, smugly 
affluent fringes of white suburbs.

“The East Is Red." és the 
current hit on Wang Fu Ching 
Street. It is-a flamboyant, 
¢ in emascope-type superpro- 
duction retracing China’s 
revolution from ‘the Canton 
Commune. in 1927 to the 
defeat of Chiang’ Kai-sheks 
armies. The multicolored cos- 
tumes are beautiful and the 
singing thrilling. 

A famous eating place in 
Peking is the ‘Restaurant of 
the Lacquered Duck."’ The 
only dish is duck prepared in 
12 different ways. The restau- 
rant is 110 years old and so 
are the recipes, The ducks are 
raised by the house in the 
manner of the geese in 
Strasbourg 

I visited the chef, who 
stands in front of a wood- 
fueled oven slowly turning a 
fat duck over the flame. When 
we finished the meal ($8 for 
two}, the chef opened the 
door, wished us goodnight and 
shook our hand just like 
Paris in the old days. 

The countryside around 
Peking is bleak, bare, dusty 
and swept by a cold wind 
from Inner Mongolia.

Good Railroads 


’ Railroads tn China are wel- 
run-and-cities, industries and 
ports—are—alt located along 
main railway lines. Trains run 
on time but rarely exceed 45 
miles per hour on the single- 
track lines, Efforts to double 
the tracks between Peking 
and Shanghal have been aban- 
doned during the “economic 
adjustment” following the 
Great Leap Forward. 

Between Peking and Tsinan, 
I shared a sleeper with three 
Chinese travelers, including a 
navy officer in a blue-grey 
uniform. Officers ‘no longer 
wear rank insignia but are 
easily identified by the better 
quality of their uniform. 
First-class railroad ~ passen- 
gers in China travel in grand 
style. There is a potted plant 
and pots of jasmine tea in the 
compartment,, and flowers 
and faney bottles of sweet 
Chinese wild grape wine on 
the tables in the dining car, 
The menu is in.. English, 
Russian and Chinese. The 
Chinese food would rate a star 
in the Michelin Guide. 

Everything would be perfect 
except for the martial music 
from the loudspeakers.

Roderick Finlayson, born tn 
Scotland in 1818, was sent to 
America in’ 1837 as a fur 
company c.erk.

He traded on 
the Columbia, on Puget 
Sound, at Fort Langley, Fort 
Stikine and Fart Simpson. In 
1843 he assisted in the re- 
moval of properties from Fort 
McLoughlin on Milbanke 
Sound, to. the south end of- 
Vancouver Island where Fort 
Victoria was being built on an 
area-roughly 100 yards square 
behind an 18-feet-high 
wall of cedar pickets. 

In charge of the post for 
many years, Finlayson was 
made chief trader in 1850 and 
chief factor in 1859, He served 
on the Legislative Council of 
the island. colony from 1851 to 
1843, Retired in 1872, he died 
in Victoria 20 years ‘ater
